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KANSAS STREAM AND RIVER EVALUATION MAP 


INTRODUCTION 


A stream and river evaluation map was prepared with funding provided 
by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (Contract No. 14-16-0006-80-063) as 
a continuation of the Stream Evaluation Project (Phase 1) which has pro- 
duced evaluations for most western 3s! 2s. From the contract "Statement 
of Work" the purpose is: 


"...in response to the increasingly heavy demands made for 
water. Predicted development of energy and agricultural 
resources and attendant municipal/industrial growth may 
significantly impact streams and their associated fishery 
resources. Additionally, already stressed fisheries may 

be further jeopardized by reduced or altered flows, disruptions 
o- the streambed, and changed water quality. The goal of 

this portion of the proposed endeavor is to establish and 
publish maps depicting the relative value of stream 

fisheries and distribute them to state and local govern- 
ments, federal development agencies, industrial users, 

the environmental community, and the public. The intended 
purpose of these maps is to assist those publics identified 
above in assessing the impact of proposed water development 
projects on existing fishery resources. They are intended 

to place fishery resource agencies in a positive planning 

mode whereby the most important resources are identified 

in advance of specific developments and to alert developers 

to those stream resources where environmental consequences 

of development will be most serious from a fishery standpoint." 


There are several sources of information about Kansas streams and 
rivers. Schoewe (1951) provides information about hydrogeography with 
a useful appendix of Kansas streams arranged alphabetically and by county. 
The U.S. Geological Survey topographic maps (scale = 1:24000) are nearing 
completion on a statewide basis. Streamflow data is available in two 
reports compiled by Jordan (1978, 1979). One includes statistical 
summaries for the Arkansas River basin and the second includes data for 
the Missouri River basin. The U.S. Soil Conservation Service (1967) 
produced a Conservation Needs Inventory that provides area measurements 
for Kansas watersheds and drainage subbasins. 


The distribution of Kansas fishes has been surveyed with Cross (1967) 
the major reference source (see also Cross and Collins, 1975). The 
Kansas Fish and Game Commission recently completed a statewide stream 
survey with two reports (a preliminary inventory that includes physical 
descriptions and a fisheries assessment report that has site specific 
physical, chemical and biological information) for each river basin or 
subbasin in Kansas. The Kansas Department of Health and Environment has 
produced a series of basin reports (Gilliland and Cross, 1979) that 
includes species lists and SCS watershed information. 








METHODS 


From these sources of informaticn 705 streams or reaches were selected 
to be included in the evaluation. This number of individual evaluations 
was a compromise between a completely comprehensive survey which could 
include thousands of streams balanced against the constraints of available 
resources. For nearly all of the larger streams of Kansas an evaluation 
was completed. Most of the streams not surveyed are intermittent or 
ephemeral. Some smaller streams were included because of the occurrence 
of Kansas threatened or endangered species. 


To determine stream value classifications for selected streams, six 
criteria were used to create an evaluation matrix (Exhibit I). The 
criteria and overall emphasis were: 


1. Fishery characteristics Fish species diversity and 
quantity and types of gamefish. 


2. Angling use Types and amounts of utiliza- 
tion plus special "runs" of 
fishes. 

3. Water quality Concentrations of suspended 


sediments, pollution, extremes 
in chemical variables. 


4. Stream uniqueness Quality of surrounding setting 
coupled with amount of distur- 
bance. 

5. Riparian association Diversity and abundance of 


vegetation and wildlife. 


6. Habitat restoration, recla- Sensitivity of the area to 
mation or mitigation disturbance. 
potential 


A stream or reach was ranked (I-IV) for each criteria based on a key 
word descriptor plus additional description to try to convey to the evaluator 
features that should be considered. The descriptions are not exhaustive 
and do not include all possible types of stream conditions that might be 
encountered in Kansas, but the descriptors serve as a general guide. For 
example, water quality could be evaluated as Excellent water quality (I), 
Good water quality (II), Fair water quality (III), and Low water quality 
(IV). The descriptions emphasized water clarity (or conversely concentra- 
tions of suspended sediments), pollution (sewage effluents, etc.) and 
extreme levels in chemical variables. The descriptions certainly do not 
cover the wide range of chemical and biological parameters that could 
be used to evaluate stream water quality. However, an evaluator familiar 
with a stream reach can include relevant parameters in an evaluation 
without making field measurements and is less likely to be misled by 
short-term fluctuations in overall water quality.

There is overlap between the criteria. A stream reach that was 
evaluated as Highest-valued (1) for the stream uniqueness criteria would 
probably have little mitigation potential and would be rated highly in 
one or more other criteria in order to be considered an "exceptionally 
unique area". Certainly fishery characteristics and angling use broacly 
overlap. 


Kansas Fish and Game fishery management is conducted on a regional 
basis by five supervisors with district biologists under their direction. 
An Evaluation Criteria Matrix (Exhibit II) for each stream or reach within 
a region was distributed to regional supervisors. The supervisors assumed 
responsibility for assigning evaluations to biologists who were most familiar 
with each stream. Law enforcement personnel and game biologists also 
provided evaluations or information about streams familiar to them. A 
list of persons who participated in the evaluation is attached as Appendix I. 


Not all 705 streams or reaches were evaluated. Some streams were 
judged permanently dry and received a partial evaluation, others were 
incompletely evaluated because of unfamiliarity by district biologists 
and a few remained unevaluated for other reasons. Completed evaluations 
(for all six criteria) were scored to determine a final classification 
for the stream. A point system (Table I) was used to place each stream 
in one of four categories: Highest-valued fishery resource (I), High- 
priority fishery resource (II), Moderate fishery resource (III), and 
Limited fishery resource (IV). The range of possible total scores was 
60 to 6 (in increments of 3) for the six classification criteria. If, 
numerically, at least half of the evaluations were in a value class and 
half were in the next lower class, then the higher class would be used for 
the final evaluation of that stream segment. The class limits for the 
point system were:

The stream evaluations were then reviewed from a statewide perspective 
to try to insure consistency between regions and districts. As a result of 
this statewide review, a few streams or reaches had criteria values changed 
in consultation with those personnel who made the original evaluations.

Each fishery resource category (I-IV) was assigned a color so that each 
stream's classification could be indicated (Exhibit III). A 1974 U.S.G.S. 
Kansas Hydrologic Unit Map (scale = 1:500000) was used as the base map with 
evaluated streams color coded to indicate final classification. Streams 
or reaches that were unsurveyed, judged to be permanently dry, or incompletely 
evaluated were not included. 


A component of other stream evaluations for the Stream Evaluation 
Project of the Fish and Wildlife Service included presence of federal or 
state threatened or endangered species. For Kansas, instead of including 
occurrence of threatened or endangered species as a criteria in the 
evaluation, specific distributional information was developed for those 
species and their documented occurrence was indicated on the map by a 
species symbol (Exhibit III). No federally designated threatened or 
endangered lotic species occur in Kansas. Six fishes, a turtle, two 
freshwater mussels and a riffle beetle were considered lotic species and as 
Kansas stream and river threatened and endangered species. 


Another component used in other state stream evaluations was designation 
as a wild or scenic river. No Kansas rivers have been given this status so 
thie criteria was not used. 


RESULTS 


Supporting documentation for the stream and river evaluation exists 
as a filing system (accessible from U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service or 
Kansas Fish and Game) that includes Evaluation Criteria Matrices for 705 
reaches. The files are arranged sequentially by river basin, subbasin, 
U.S.G.S. cataloging unit, and then alphabetically by stream name and 
county (when necessary). The U.S. Geological Survey uses eight digit 
hydrologic unit codes for managing the National Water Data Network.

This code indicates Missouri River drainage (10), Marais des Cygnes 
River (29), Accounting unit 1 (01) and Cataloging unit 2 (02), which 
includes Marais des Cygnes tributaries in parts of Anderson, Douglas, 
Johnson, Linn, and Miami counties in Kansas and an area in Missouri. All 
files are arranged numerically by hydrologic unit code and then alpha- 
betically within each cataloging unit. 


Information in the Evaluation Criteria Matrix (Exhibit 2) includes the 
evaluation results, who made the evaluation, evaluator comments, information 
about threatened and endangered species, final classification and stream 
length (if known). The matrices are also numbered sequentially. 


Additional documentation is included in an alphabetical listing of all 
streams and reaches and an alphabetical listing of streams grouped by final 
classification (Appendices II and III).

The greatest number of streams or reaches (299) were classified as 
Moderate Fishery Resources (Table II). A High-Priority classification was 
received by nearly as many streams (287) and included the greatest number 
of total stream miles (6987.1+). Twenty-four streams were designated as 
the best quality streams in Kansas and included 603.8 miles. Generally 
these Highest-valued streams scored highly in all six criteria and represent 
relatively pristine streams that are less disturbed than other Kansas 
streams. A few (e.g. Neosho River, Cherokee County) have unique fisheries 
that enhance their value as a resource. 


Equal numbers of streams (44) were classified as Limited Fishery 
Resource or Unsurveyed. Both of these categories underrepresent the number 
of streams that are of limited value or remain unsurveyed. There are a 
large number of smaller streams in Kansas that are "unsurveyed" because 
they were not included in the 705 evaluations originally sought. If these 
streams were evaluated as fishery resources, then it is probable that most 
would be given a Limited classification so that the number of class IV 


streams would increase greatly. 


Finally, seven streams were judged permanently dry. This number again 
considerably underestimates the number of dry streams in the state. A 
number of streams in the western half of Kansas were originally excluded 
because they were known to be dry. 


All evaluations reflect our knowledge of current stream conditions. 
Evaluations for the classification were made in 1980 and early in 1981. 
The distribution of threatened and endangered species is based on relatively 
recent records with historical localities excluded.
